“They’re out of their ever- 
lovin’ tree!’’ said ASSSC Presi- 
dent Kit Oase when he was asked 
what he thought of the English 
Department refusal to grant 
tenure to Dr. Vietor Comerchero. 

‘Most of us in the student 
government believe he has all 
the qualifications for receiving 
tenure and, although I haven’t 
always agreed with him, I can’t 
see the reasoning behind the 
decision.”’ 

Oase went on to say that he 
believes that the English Depart - 
ment is oa the rebond from last 
year’s Molly Erwin controversy, 
‘*l think they are afraid they are 
losing their autonomy as an ad- 
ministrative body and they are 
trying to assert their authority,’’ 
he said. 

Oase, representing the stu- 
dents of the ASSSC, is going to 
be working directly with Willis 
Folsom inthe near future. Folsom 
is chairman of the College 
Council, a faculty body which 
makes all final recommendations 
to the president of the college. 
The purpose of this measure is 
to find out how the ASSSC can 
help reverse the tenure decision. 

“| believe the basic question 
involved,” said Oase, ‘‘is 
whether students should have 
some effective voice in granting 
tenure.”’ 

He went on to say that the

Fees Will Be 
Raised In Fall 


Materials and service fees for 
Sacramento State College stud- 
dents will go up from $38 to $45 
a semester next fall. 

The State College Board of 
Trustees approved the raise for 
all state colleges meeting in Los 
Angeles last week. 

Part-time students will be 
asked to pay $22.50 a semester, 
and nonresident tuition will goup 
from $300 a semester to possibly 
$450 depending on the budget 
passed by the legislature. 

This raise is based on pre- 
jected salary increases and in- 
structional costs. 

The trustees action authorizes 
the chancellor to raise the non- 
resident fee in accordance with 
the projected budget, but it does 
net set a definite amount at this 
time. 


than the pressure the teachers 
are subjected to. It is simply 
different,’’ stated Dr. Donald A, 
Houghten, head of the English 
department. 

Dr. Houghton said in a recent 
interview that a department head 
is a problem solver. He’s at 2 
disadvantage because there are 
so many day to day problems that 
it is difficult to get a larger 
perspective on where the depart- 
ment is going and its goals. One 
works so hard every day that 
there is little time or energy left 
over for the whole picture. 

Dr. Houghton became head of 
the English Department in 1964, 
“It’s an interesting change after 
teaching for fifteen years. I be- 
came much more aware than I 
ever was aware before of the 
problems administrators face. 
It was a good way to discover if 
I wanted to gointo administration 
or teaching.’’ 

Deciding that teaching is 
better, Dr. Houghton will return 
to full time teaching next year. 
This is his third year in a three 
year appointment and he does not 
want to renew it next fall. 

When asked about the English 
department at Sacramento State 
College, Dr. Houghten said, ‘‘I 
think we have an excellent English 
department.’’ Last year, for the 
first time, the chairman was 
given an opportunity to go to the 
Modern Language Association’s 
annual meeting in Chicago, The 
MLA is like a huge employment 
center. As a result, Dr. Houghton 
got three good teachers, He com- 
mented that, ‘*It was worth going 
to,’ because he could get a per- 
spective on the whole profession 
and the calibur of people avail- 
able and could discover what

SSC NEEDS COMERCHERO 


Dr. Victor Comerchero is a valuable individual to 
this campus and to the field of intellectual pursuit. He 
is vibrant ancl stimulating to students — he is respected 
and regarded as irritating to many of the faculty. He 
has been and will continue to be a controversial being — 
even if he moves on to another campus. This is his na- 
ture; this is his role as a responsible member of the cam- 
pus according to his values — and ours. 

Although this is, and will remain, to be an individual 
struggle, a fight for the survival of one man, it is much 
bigger and has far more reaching consequences than the 
fate of Dr. Comerchero. What happens to this place called 
Sacramento State College? Our existence is to nourish 
the mind. This is accomplished by a partnership between 
student and teacher. When a man such as Dr. Comer- 
erchero is denied access to this club of teachers what 
consequense does it have on the school? 

Young, vibrant, intellectual, controversial, aspiring 
teachers across this country who might come to Sacra- 
mento State are sure to hear of Dr. Comerchero. They’ll 
find out he is a highly qualified teacher. They'll read his 
writings and read about his writings. They wll evaluate 
this man -— and then they will hesitate before coming 
to this school. Few will venture to take a chance — be- 
cause the criteria will be no better than a Dr. Comer- 
chero and this will eliminate a high percentage of pros- 
pective applications from both old and young alike. 

A process of stagnation is besetting this campus. First 
you eliminate the good minds — like Dr. Comerchero — 
and then students who have to decide between Sacra- 
mento State and another school will make their decision 
on the type of atmosphere available. There is a cliche 
that covers the situation — “birds of a beather flock to- 
gether” — eliminate the stimulating, the challenging, the 
controversial and you eliminate the student counterpart. 

We would not want this to happen to Sacramento 
State College. All the information, the background ma- 
terial, the personal testaments, the personal knowledge 
of performance we have gathered concerning Dr. Comer- 
chero tells us that Sacramento State College reeds this 
man -— as an individual and as arm example that this 
college has an exciting atmosphere.

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SSC Comes From Behind 
For Fifth Straight Victory

Five wins in a row! 


But the fifth one was a little tougher than the previous four, as 
Sacramento State’s Hornets had to come from behind to down the Cal 
Aggies 36-24 in a Far Western Conference football game Saturday, 


SSC, trailing by as many as 14 
points during the second quarter, 
had to fight back to notch their 
third FWC victory against no 
losses and hang on to their share 
of the league lead, The Hornets 
are deadlocked with San Fran- 
cisco State’s Golden Gators for 
the top spot. 

Mike Clemons finally put the 
Hornets on the scoreboard, with 
5:50 remaining in the first half, 

‘and the Aggies leading by a 
14-0 count, The sturdy SSC full- 
back, who also rushed for 32 
yards and successfully toed three 
of five extra point tries, booted 
14-3, 

FIELD GOAL 

UCD returned the favor three 
minutes later when halfback Bill 
Frank booted a 29 yard field goal 
to put the Ags on top 17-3, 

Then the Hornets went to work, 
John Thomas returned the Aggie 
kickoff to the SSC 41 yard marker, 
Quarterback Lyle James com- 
nected on a 29 yard pass straight 
up the middle to Bill Yurong to 
give SSC a first down at the 
Aggie 30, 

After a pair of incomplete 
tosses intended for Jim Wheeler, 
James lofted a pass toward Davie 
Cummings in the end zone, Cum- 
mings, who had two Aggie defend- 
ers covering him, made a tre- 
mendous leaping catch to give 
SSC its first touchdown, Clemons 
booted the extra point to make it 
17-10, Cal Aggies. 

MARCUM RECOVERS 

Two plays later, a mixup in 
the Aggie backfield caused the 
Mustangs to fumble the pigskin. 
Virgil Marcum fell on the loose 
ball at the Cal Aggie 34 

Wheeler, who was switched to 
halfback for the contest, went 
over right tackle for 20 yards to 
put the ball at the UCD 14, After 
John L. Brown was stopped for no 
gain, Wheeler went around right 
end for 14 yards and the score. 
Clemons added his toe to knot 
the score at 17 apiece with 0:41 
remaining in the half. 

After the intermission, Jan 
Hogarison intercepted UCD quar- 
terback Dennis Bunting’s pass 
and returned it to the Cal Aggie 
22, a clipping penalty moved the 
ball back to the 37. 

BROWN GAINS ONE 

From there, Brown went over 
left tackle for a yard, and then 
James hit him with a12 yardtoss 
to give the Hornets a first down 
at the Aggie 24, 

Wheeler and James moved the 
ball to the 19 on a pair of short 
gainers and then James hit Yu- 


rong up the middle for a first 
down at the Aggie seven yard 
marker. 


Brown was caught for a yard 
loss, and then Wheeler fumbled 
forward to the Aggie seven, where 
Tom Oliver scooped up the ball to 
help SSC retain possession, 

A beautiful jumping catch by 
Yurong on the next play made it 
23-17, and put the Hornets on top

Clemons’ boot made it 24-17 with 
6:35 to play in the third stanza, 
HORNETS SCORE AGAIN 

SSC scored another touchdown 
on the first play of the final 
quarter with Al Nicholas picking 
up 14 yards on the scoring dash 
over right tackle, Clemons’ kick 
was wide to the left to leave it 
30-17, SSC, 

The Aggies finally got another 
marker with 11:56 left to play in 
the game, Doug Hastings returned 
Clemons’ kickoff to the SSC 45, 
and five plays later Paul Hackett 
hit Phil Stewart for an eight yard 
scoring pass, Bill Frank’s con- 
version kick made it 30-24, Hor- 
nets. 

Another Aggie miscue set up 
the final SSC score, On a third and 
two situation at the Mustang’s 41, 
UCD halfback Boyd Bentley 
bobbled the ball and Danny 
Schwartz scooped it up for the 
Hornets, 

Nicholas, on the first play 
from scrimmage, crashed over 
right guard, broke into the open, 
and went all the way for the score, 
On the extra point try, Clemons 
was forced to try a run after a 
bad snap but the Aggies stopped 
him short of the goal. 

FUMBLE KICKOFF 

Sacramento got off to an aus- 
picious start in the contest. 
Brown bobbled the opening kick- 
off, allowing it to roll into the end 
zone, As he ran the ball out he was 
hit by a pair of Aggie tacklers at 
the five where he fumbled the ball 
and the Aggies fell on it. 

Four plays later Cummings 
fell on Bunting’s fumble to give 
SSC possession at the five. 

The Aggies drew first blood, 
scoring on an 11 yard toss from 
Bunting to halfback Dick South 
with 3:47 to play in the first per- 
iod, Frank faked the kick and pas- 
sed to Paul Speck for the two point 
conversion to make it 80, Cal 
Aggies. 

UCD took a seemingly invince- 
able lead early in the second 
frame, with Bentley scoring on a 
one yard plunge. Frank’s pass in- 
tended for South fell incomplete 
to make it 14-0, Cal Aggies. 

BATTLE BACK 

The Hornets came battling 
back to score on Clemons’ 25 
yard field goal, and then whittle 
away at the Aggie lead, 

Statistically, the Hornets 
came out on top, getting 245 yards 
by land and another 133 by air for

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NewSpectrometer For Science Dept. 


Joseph Di Giorgio, assistant 
professor of chemistry, recently 
completed writing an outline of 
standardized methology, which 
he developed, for rarman spect- 
rometry. This work appeard in 
**Standard Methods of Chemical 
Analysis.” 

In regular spectrometry, the 
wavelengths of light which are 
obsorbed when light is shined 
through a solution is used to 
determine whether a certain 
chemical element is present in 
that solution. Raman spectrome- 
try uses the principle of re- 
fracted light, where the light is 
shined at the solution and a prism 
is set up perpencicularly to the 
line formed by the light beam 
The pattern of light reflected 
from the solution, through the 
prism, is used to determine 
whether an element is present. 
‘*Both methods,”’ Di Giorgio says, 


should be used to make a com- 
prehensive analysis of a solu- 
tion.” 

Di Giorgio, who received his 
B.E,, M.A., and Ph. D, from Johns 
Hopkins University, worked as a 
visiting scientist in Canada on 
this project. He has also gained 
a $25,000 National Science Foun- 
dation grant for a raman spec- 
trometer for the new science 
building. This spectrometer will 
use a laser beam as its light 
source, ‘‘The basic disadvantage 
of raman_ spectometry,’ Di 
Giorgio says, ‘‘is that the equip- 
ment is so expensive and requires 
extensive training for its opera- 
tors.”’ 


This method of analysis will 
be used in industry as an im- 
provement on quality control. 
As research continues, other 
practical uses for raman spec- 
trometry will be found. 
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English departments around the

Sacramento State, in general, 
he said, does recruit good people, 
“The students at state colleges 
are getting a much better deal 
than they realize.” 

We have 22 permanet teachers

are publishing creative writers, 
the equivelent of a Ph. D, Dr. 
Houghton noted that this is an 
absolutely fantastic proportion 
with some universities, This 
makes recruits sit up and take 
notice, It is the kind of institu- 
tion people want to come to. 

When questioned about the 
strong points of SSC’s English 
department, Dr. Houghton noted 
that of the five colleges he has 
been associated with, not one is 
teaching so seriously. Concien- 
tious teachers really put teaching 
first. At so many other places 
teaching suffers because of the 
emphasis on publishing and re- 
search. 

Dr. Houghton hopes for the 
department of the future there 
is more emphasis on research 
and a reduction of the faculty 
teaching load. He stressed that 
research is important. It keeps 
teaching vital and alive. 

“One of the major problems 
of the department (a state college 
problem as well) is to achieve a 
better balance between the time 
and energy dovoted to teaching 
and the time and energy left 
over for research or other crea- 
tive activities.”’ 

When asked what the students 
feel about the English depart- 
ment, Dr. Houghton said,’’? My 
impression is that the students 
feel that the English major at 
Sacramento State is a rigorus 
one. If they survive it, they 
feel they have been through a 
good program,”’ 

To help themselves get the 
most out of their English clas- 
ses, Dr. Houghton recommends 
that students take the initiative 
and do alot of reading and studying 
beyond what is required in the 
classroom, ‘‘Never let a teacher 
interfer with your education.’’ 

“There is no reason why, if 
a student gets what he considers 
a bad teacher, that he should 
mark the course off as a loss, 
There’s plenty he can do on his 
own to make the course more 
worthhile.’’ 

Dr. Houghton received his B,A, 
from the University of Wash- 
ington and his secondary teaching 
certificate from the state of 
Washington. He spent three years 
in the Army Air Froce, during 
which he received the Bronze 
Battle Star for participating in 
action, He received his M.A, at 
Columbia University in 1947 and 
his Ph. D from the University of 
Minnesota in 1955,
